J ohn F. Antes, a resident of Salalia 


m ore than forty years, and the first 
ag ent here ^for the ^lissoiiri Pacific« 
Railway compairt', died at his home, 
€ 23 W est 
Seventh 
street, at 10:30 


o’clock 
this morning, 
after having 
been ill with 
pneumonia 
only four 


days. 
Very few Sedalians knew of 
Mr. 


Antes' illness, for the family request­ 
ed that no mention would be made ol 
it in the press, as the patient contin­ 
ued to read the daily papers, and his 


w ife and children did not care to 
have him peruse an article chron­ 


icling his sickness. 
On May 2d last, Mr. Antes sustained 
a paralytic stroke, and >for a time his 
life was despaired of. 
At the expir­ 


ation of two months he had recovered 
and resumed his duties as bookkeeper 
for the GuerraMt 
Grocer 
company, 
where he continued at work until last 
Saturday night, when he was taken ill. 
Mr. Antes was born at Harrisburg 
Pa., In 183h, and grew to nr^nhood in 
the east, and for a tim e was engaged 
in the comm ission business in Penn- 


sylvania. 
In 1S49 he went to Poston, and was 


emploved as a bookkeeper until 1853. 
then removed to Chicago, where 
h e kept books for a year, g oing thence 
to St. Louis, wnere he entered the em­ 
ploy of what is now’ the Missouri Paci- 


he Railway company, then building 


from St. Louis westw'ard. 
Mr. Antes w as at one time J oint 
ag ent for the Missouri Pacific in St. 


Louis, and cam e to Sedalia as the first 
ag ent for the conrpsmr, retiring in 
1869, when he purchased the Sedalia 


g as works. 
In 1880 Mr. Antes disposed of the 
g as plant, and in 1881 he purchased 
the flouring mill at Lamine street and 
the M issouri Pacific tracks, which he 
conducted for several years. 
Later he 
conducted a feed store, and still later 


kept books for several pebons. 
Mr. A ntes w as married in 1863 to 
M iss Lucy Dempsey, of Ottervllle, who 
survives 
him, as do four 
children, 
viz.: 
J ohn 
H. Antes, 
of Galveston. 
T exas; Mrs. Richard Waddell, Mark 
A ntes and Miss Flo Antes, all of Se­ 


dalia, 
Mr. Antes was not a member of any 
cl^ rch , but he cam e of good old Meth­ 
odist stock. 
He was a member of the 
K nig hts of Pythias, but belonged to 


no other fraternal order. 
Mr. Antes w^as connected with the 
g overn m ent 
railw’ay 
service during 
the civil war, with the rank of cai>- 
tain. 
W hile a resident of Sedalia he 
served tw’o term s as a member of the 
city council, and one year was chair­ 


man of the finance committee. 
Sedalia never had a better ditizen 
than J ohn F. Antes. 
In ever>^ walk 
of life he always stood for the very 
best, and it can truthfully be said of 


him that his word ivas as good as his 


bond 
Funeral services will be held at the 


residence at 2 o’clock Friday after­ 
noon, Rev. J . F. Caskey officiating, 
and the ritualistic cerem onies of the

Gen. Crozter Says Guns at Coasi fort­ 
ification Would Not Last T\ 
Hours in Battle Because 
of High Velocity.

Washington.—That the 12-inch gun 
in use at mo st of the co ast fortifica­ 
tions of the United States would not 
last through an engagement of two 
hours, the period that would elapse 
from the time the leading vessel of a 
fleet would come within the range 
until the last vessel would pass be­ 
y ond the range of the guns, is the 
statement made by Brig. Gen. William 
Crozier, chief of ordnance, whose .an­ 
nual report has been made public by 
the war department. 
Gen. Crozier believes that it is of 
the utmost importance that a method 
be devised whereby the neqessary gun 
powder can be obtained at less ex­ 
pense than that involved in using the 
high velocities of projectiles now em­ 
ploy ed, with the accompany ing rapid 
wearing away of the rifling in such a 
manner as to destroy the accuracy o! 
the gun after a few rounds. 
The 12- 
inch gun will last about 60 rounds, 
and as it Is capable of firing for a 
considerable interval at the rate of 
45 rounds an hour, it can be seen that 
the limit of the life of this gun could 
be reached in less than an hour and 
a half. 
Similar statements can 
be made 
with regard to guns of smaller cali­ 
bers, say s the report, although as the 
caliber diminishes the admissible ve­ 
locity 
Increases. 
By 
lowering 
the 
velocity of the 12-inch projectile from 
2,500 to 2,250 feet a second the life of 
the fr 
is increased to 200 rounds. 
The penetration of armor is reduced 
by the process, that of the 12-inch gun 
at 10,000 y avds coming down from 
about ten and one-half inches to about 
nine inches and the range at wiiich 
its 
projectile 
would 
ifenetrate 
12 
inches of armor plate being reduced 
from about 8 ,000 y ards to about 6,000 
y ards. 
The chief of ordnance states that It 
appears that by using in the situa­ 
tions requiring the greatest power a 
14-Inch ’"•*n with 2,150 feet a second 
velocity V. projectile, instead of the 
12-Inch gun, with 2,500 feet a second 
initial velocity , the army would have 
a better gun and one which would last 
four times as long. Gen. Crozier say s 
that the Taft board Tor the revision of 
the report of the Endicott board on 
coast defenses recommended this gun 
and that the department has decided

Dep uty Game Wardens Are Now Said 
to Be Working Extensiv e Mail 
Order Business

large ship ments of quail last 
week. 
All of them were on the lookout for 
the carload of 20,000 birds w'hich the 
Journal yesterday said’ was seized be­ 
fore it 
left 
Oklahoma. 
The adv ice 
about the coffin ship ment came too 
iate, for the birds had already arriv ed 
in their imcannv container. 
"They ship in ev erything that 
is 
likirly to be missed by 
the 
dep uty 
game w'arden," said Dep uty Benjamin 
Jaudan yesterday. 
"The 
suit 
case 
racket is a dead one. No p rofessional 
tries to get game through as socks 
now'. 
We always heft p iano 
boxes 
which go by exp ress and trunks are 
constantly a source of susp icion. Egg 
cases nev er are missed. 
This coffin 
deal was a new one on us, how'ever. 
I do not know’' if this is the first time 
birds hav e been ship p ed as corp ses, 
or if it has been going on without de­ 
tection for some time. 
Our informa­ 
tion is that there were 100 dozen quail 
p ut In three coffins. They w'ere regu­ 
larly billed as corp ses, and had forged 
certificates of local authorities. 
It is 
an unhap p y discov ery on our p art, as 
hereafter the game wardens will be 
requi>’ed to look llscance at caskets iu 
transit. 
We wib not know whether 
to p ass them tenderly or confiscate 
the contents." 
The fact that dep uty game wardens 
are w'orking a mail order business is 
p rov ing exp ensiv e to the game ship ­ 
p ers and 
high 
p riced 
restaurants. 
They op erate under state and national 
laws, and notifiy each other of orders 
for birds or ship ments. 
It has been 
declared that no contraband game w^s 
being brought to Kansas City, and in 
sup p ort of this bills of fare of the big 
hotels hav e been p roduced. 
At ban­ 
quets in the p lace of the usual snow 
bird there is 
serv ed 
a 
"rallk 
fed 
squab," w'hich p rov es to he a 
v ery 
young chicken. 
At best the bird is 
too big for one guest and too little 
for two. 
It is serv ed whole and 
is 
something of a job to keep on 
the 
p late after being disjointed. 
Realizing the unp op ularity of 
the 
“milk squab," stewards are 
on 
the 
alert for smuggled quail. 
They are 
willing to p ay almost anw' p rice asked 
for them.
